Rejection of Proposal. 

The appeal followed the rejec- 
tion by the Kennecott Copper Co. 
of a Government proposal for 
settlement of the wage dispute. 
The Kennecott negotiations were 
to set the pattern for the entire 
industry. 

The 300-word telegram to Tru- 
man said in part: — 

“Refusal - Kennecott and 
other producers to accept the... 
proposal puts the responsibility 
for the shutdown on them, and 
therefore we ask that you use 
your powers to have the Govern- 
ment take over the industry im- 
mediately.” , 

The 12 unions involved had ac- 
cepted the proposal made by the 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service at a bargaining ses- 
sion in Washington that lasted 
1442 hours—from 1 p.m. yester- 
day until 3:30 a.m. today.

The proposal rejected by Ken- 
necott called for a wage increase 
of 16 cents an hour, plus a pen- 
sion plan that Kennecott esti- 
mated would cost 442 cents an 
hour. 

The company said this com- 
pared with its last offer of an 
increase of 1114 cents an hour,plus 
the pension plan to cost 414 cents 
hourly. The unions had asked for 
a 1742-cent hour increase plus the 
pension plan.’

Fears Expressed in Press. 

Europe’s fears have been blunt- 
ly expressed recently in two in- 
‘fluential newspapers of France 
and England. In Paris, the in- 
tellectual leftist, but bitterly anti- 
Communist Combat aired an edi- 
torial entitled, “Eurcpe Rebels 
Against United States Economic 
Domination.” In London, the New 
Statesman, widely read among in- 
tellectuals and politicians, de- 
clared: 

“The Americans are now arm- 
ing on a scale which may make 
them forget that peace is the 
only object of arming; they have 
acquired and are extending mil- 
itary bases all round the world, 
and in their dealings with Spain, 
Germany and Japan are throwing 
to the four winds all considera- 
tions save those of strategic .ad- 
vantages.”

He quoted Tito. as saying—as 
he has in several speeches—that 
an attack on Yugosl: via cculd not 
be localized. Asked whether he 
agreed, Harriman said: “I did 
not dispute the statement.” 

He said he had talked with 
Tito and’ his top lieutenants on 
Yugoslavia’s needs, both econom- 
ic and military. He was asked 
whether Yugoslav officials are 
satisfied with the amount of mil- 
itary equipment the United States 
is supplying. 

Harriman smiled: ‘No country 
is ever satisfied with the amount 
of military equipment it has.”

Text of India’s Note of. Refusal 
To Attend Signing of Jap Peace — 
Treaty and U.S. Reply of Regret 


Nehru’s Government Says Pact Carries ‘Seed 
of Future Possible Conflict in Far East’— 
Answer Denies This, Concedes ‘Inevitable 
Adjustments’ Are Involved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP). 


Following is the text of an exchange of notes between the 

United States and India, in which India announces that it 

will not sign the Japanese peace treaty, and the United States 
expresses regrets at the decision: 


T 


HE Government of India have the honor to acknowledge with 
thanks for the receipt of the reply of the Government of the 
United Statets of America to the representations which they 


had made on the Japanese peace treaty in their communication 


dated July 30, 1951. 


They fully appreciate the consideration given 


to their views by the United States Government and wish to assure 
them that the present reply is conceived in a spirit of frankness 
and sincere friendship for Government and people of the United 


States of Anjierica. 


2. Throughout the negotiations 
that have taken place between 
the two governments on the sub- 
ject of the treaty the Government 
of India have laid emphasis upon 
two fundamental objectives: 


(I) The terms of the treaty 
should concede to Japan a posi- 
tion of ‘honor, equality and con- 
tentment among the community 
of free nations; 


(II) They should be so framed 
as to enable all countries spe- 
cially interested in the mainte- 
ance of a stable peace in the Far 
East to subscribe to the treaty 
sooner or later. | 


The Government of India have 
after most careful thought come 
to the conclusion that the treaty 
does not in material respects 
satisfy either of these two 
criteria. 


3. Condition (1) 


(A) It is only natural to ex-. 
._pect that Japan should desire 
the restoration in full of her 
sovereignty over territory of 
which the inhabitants have a 
historical affinity with her own 
people and which she has not 
acquired by aggression from 
any other country. The Ryuku 
and the Bonin islands fully 
Satisfy this description. Never- 
theless the treaty proposes that 
until United States Govern- 
ment seek and obtain trustee- 
ship over these islands they 
should continue to be subject 
to the legislative and adminis- 
trative control of the United 
States. It is apparent to the 
Government of India that such 
an arrangement cannot but be 
a source of dissatisfaction to 
large sections of the Japanese 
People and must carry the seed 


of future dispute and possible 
conflict in the Far East. 


(B) The government of India 
recognize that as a sovereign na- 
tion Japan should have the right 
to make arrangements for her 
defense as provided in Article 5 
of the treaty. If in exercise of 
this right Japan should decide to 
enter into defensive agreements 
with a friendly. power no one 
could reasonably object to this. 
But the right should be exercised 
by the government of Japan when 
Japan has become truly sovereign. 
A provision in the treaty which 
suggests that the present occupa- 
tion force may stay on in Japan 
as part of such a defensive agree- 
ment is bound to give rise to the 
impression that the agreement 
does not represent a decision tak- 
en by Japafr in the full enjoy- 
ment gf her freedom as a sov- 
ereign nation. The effect of this 
not only on the people of Japan 
but upon large sections of peo- 
ple in Asia is bound to be most 
unfortunate.

In his letter, Mr. Bhansali has 
claimed that it is not India that is 
threatening aggression against Pakistan, 
but vice versa. In support he has 
quoted a number of statements from 
individuals in official and nonofficial 
positions. Let any impartial person ex- 
amine and weigh the statements and 
say whether they sound like a potential 
aggressors threat or like a cry of 
despair, to which people in Pakistan 
have been driven by India’s intran- 
sigence in Kashmir and the U.N. Se- 
9g Council's impotence in the face 

t. 

If statements of the kind quoted by 
Mr. Bhansali constitute a threat of ag- 
gression, Pakistan should have been in 
a state of complete mobilization since 
the moment of its birth. Is Mr. Bhan- 
sali unaware of the existence of the 
Hindu Mahasabha, the second largest 
and most‘powerful organization in In- 
dia which has openly adopted as an 
article of its creed the liquidation of 
Pakistan? 

Speaking about Kashmir and Bengal, 
Mr. Nehru, the Indian prime minister, 
said: “If the methods we have suggest- 
ed are not agreed to, it may be that 
we shall have to adopt other methods.” 
I could continue to quote examples of 
such statements by Indians in impor- 
tant positions and by Indian newspa- 
pers. But, bad though they are for 
Indo-Pakistani relations, they are not 
the same thing as massing the whole 
of Ifdia’s military might on Pakistan's 
frontiers. 


In view of the disparity between 
Indian and Pakistani military forces, 
Pakistan could contemplate aggression 
only if it had taken leave of elementary 
prudence. Mr. Bhansali is conscious of 
this and, dropping his original proposi- 
tion that Pakistan was threatening ag- 
gression against India, suggests that 
Pakistanis are only playing tough as 
part of a “shrewd game of blackmail.” 

Then Mr. Bhansali expounds the 
shortcomings of the two-nation theory 
and points to the 40,000,000 Muslims 
in India as an argument that Kashmir 
should belong to India. The real force 
of this argument is worth careful no- 
tice. It amounts to just this: India 
keeps Kashmir or the lives, honor and 
safety of Indian Muslims ‘are forfeit. 
By the same token, tomorrow this will 
be an argument for attempting annexa- 
tion and absorption of Pakistan. 


Mr. Bhansali has completely by- 
passed the question of a free and im- 
partial plebiscite which Pakistan de- 
mands and which India is trying to 
avoid. Thus by clear implication he 
argues: because India has 40,000,000 
Muslims, the people of Kashmir are to 
be denied their inalienable right of 
self-determination. As if the sorrows 
of the 40,000,000 Indian Muslims are 
not enough and India must reduce the 
population of Kashmir to the same fate.

No Super-State 


) _. Time was when a politician, hard pressed to 


find a chink in the New Deal armor, could 
always launch into a diatribe against the Ten- 
messee Valley Authority. He could shout 
“Socialism!” and give himself the feeling that 
he had tucked at least the business vote of his 
community in his back pocket. 

But that was Icng ago—before TVA was 
well established and before people, especially 
business people, ‘came to know it as well as 
they now do. Far from frightening industrialists 
nowadays, TVA. offers them an area of low pro- 
duction costs and expanding markets. What 
was Once one of the most backward sections of 
the land has for years been humming with ever- 
increasing activity. 

And as Richard G. Baumhoff showed in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, it is no super-state which 
worked this change. TVA operates pretty much 
like any privately-owned utility. It follows the 
standard accounting procedures prescribed by 
the Federal Power Commission. And while it 
pays no federal incorhe taxes, all its profits go 
into extensions of its own facilities or directly 
back to the Treasury. 

Of course TVA has more jobs to do than a 
private utility. In terms of money, power pro- 
duction may be its big business. But it also has 
brought the floods of the Tennessee river under 
control, turning that stream into a series of 
lakes which serve commerce with cheap and 
dependable transportation. It has been faithful 
to its duty of improving the agriculture of its 
seven-state region, and in developing natural 
resources. But when TVA finds a clay suitable 
for a ceramics industry, for example, it invites 
private capital to exploit the development. 

 * . - 

The obvious example which TVA sets for the 
Missouri Valley makes it important to keep in 
mind its popularity in its own region. Demo- 
crats like Gov. Browning of Tennessee and 
Republicans like Mayor Elmore of Knoxville are 
all for it. When TVA was under attack by Sen- 
ator McKellar a few years ago, just about 
every chamber of commerce in the area rallied 
to its defense, many of these groups doing so in 
full-page newspaper advertisements. 

Obviously they would not have done this had 
TVA interfered in private, municipal or state 
business in a way that might be called social- 
istic or dictatorial. True, TVA does exercise 
some control over the rates which municipalities 
or co-operatives may charge for the power which 
they sell at retail. It does so on the sound 
principle that no group should make a fat profit 
on power which it gets from TVA at bargain 
rates. The users of electricity should not pay 
the school bills, the hospital bills, the paving 
bills and other costs which should properly fall 


“on all taxpayers. 


As a result, the Tennessee Valley is the real 
Electricity Land of the United States. The 
average householder in the area uses 3594 kilo- 
watt hours a year at a rate of 1.39 cents per 
kilowatt hour for a total annual bill of $49.77. 
National averages as calculated by the Edison 
Electric Institute are 1904 kilowatt hours at 
2.85 cents per hour for a total bill of $51.04. 

Cheap power has transformed living in the 
TVA area. More importantly, it has brought 
new industries to the area, industries which 
further enrich its economic life. And perhaps 
most important of all, TVA made a magnificent 
contribution to national defense. It met the 
wartime shortage of power and kept going the 
aluminum plants without which we would have 
had far fewer planes in the air. Also it made 
possible Oak Ridge.

The geography of the Missouri Valley is not 
the geography of the Tennessee Valley. Never- 
theless, the basic TVA principle of integrated 
river management can be applied to the Mis- 
souri or to any other river in the ‘world. En- 
gineering problems will differ, but’ there is an 
opportunity everywhere for doing things the in- 
telligent way. And TVA has shown that intel- 
ligent river management is thoroughly consis- 
tent with democracy. « It can be efficient. It 
can be honest. Without interfering with basic 
rights and privileges, it can bring boons to all. 

That’s why they swear by TVA down in a 
region where they are intensely jealous of state 
rights. Integrated river control does not inter- 
fere with those rights, but gives wider scope for 
their exercise in the region’s enrichment.

India’s Unrealistic View 

Behind India’s violent rejection of the pro- 
posed Japanese peace treaty is a view of Asia's 
future which, whatever else may be said for it, 
does not correspond to the immediate reality. 

India has refused to attend the San Fran- 
cisco conference to sign the Japanese treaty. 
The Nehru Government objects to the treaty 
because it means garrisoning American troops 
in Japan, takes some islands from that country 
and does not give Formosa to Communist China. 
In India’s view, it is a “white man's treaty.” 

Ideally, it would be fine to turn Formosa 
back to a Chinese Government, if it were a 
responsible and not an aggressive government, 
or if there were any guaranteed prospect of 
weaning China away from Russia. America 
would be as pleased as anyone else could it 
withdraw its forces from Japan. That would 
be possible if Japah were capable of taking 
care of herself across narrow waters from 
heavily armed Russia and Communist China as 
well. ms 

Unfortunately, the ideal of Asia for the Asiat- 
ics represents today an isolationist ideal in a 
world full of uninvited interventions. In Ko- 
rea there is ample proof that withdrawal of 
Western forces left a vacuum into which Com- 
munists marched. No such vacuum can be left 
in Japan, without again raising the spectre of 
Communist intervention. In the end, the Nehru 
view at this moment seems to mean, not Asia 
for Asiatics, but Asia open for aggressive Com- 
munism, and for Russia. 
_ India’s view would be perfectly tenable in a 
world not caught in a major power struggle. In 
that case a different Japanese peace could be 
provided. But this is not that kind of a 
world, and there Is no guarantee of real peace 
now for Japan or anyone else, including India. 

Hence the Japanese treaty must provide rea- 
sonable security against an extension of Com- 
munist aggression, and must be signed with 
or without India.

Think of 
the infernal efficiency with which this 
perturbing force is being set in motion 
to provide the very latest instruments of 
destruction and domination! 


An Economy Deformed 


The problem is growing more serious, 
because it is obvious that the trade in 
arms that is dragging down those republics 
means the postponement of prospects of 
industrialization, the underproduction of 
food, the constant upsetting of state budg- 
ets, inflation as a way of life—an econo- 
my and a policy deformed. Here you have 
the atrocious foreshadowing of our im- 
pending destiny. 

President Truman’s Point Four message, 
already two and a half years old, said that 
the United States must embark on a bold 
new program for making the benefits of 
our scientific advances and industrial 
progress available for the improvement 
and growth of under-developed areas. 


Instead of Democracy 


And the Congress, bestowing its appro- 
bation, stated that the peoples of the 
United States and those of other nations 
have a common interest in liberty and 
economic and social progress of all peo- 
ples—that progress should facilitate the 
sure development of vital democratic sys- 
tems, the expansion of commerce, the evo- 
lution of international understanding, of 
good will and of maintaining world 
peace. 

In spite of the reservations, inopportune 
now, that we shall have to make as to 
Point Four, we recall it to the memory of 
our readers, so it may be seen that noth- 
ing has been done toward giving it ful- 
fillment, and how instead of stimulating 
democracy, of which the Congress spoke, 
what actually exists is an alliance with 
the Chiang Kai-sheks of Latin rica.

Coal Miner’s Autobiography 


THE DARK AND THE DAMP, by Jock Wilson. (E. P. 
Dutton & Co., Inc., 256 pgs., $3.) 
“They pay two bucks a shift and bet 
you ‘five 
“If you go down, you won’t come out 
alive.” 


Chances of coming out of the mines 
alive are considerably lessened by the 
deadly white damp (carbon monoxide) 
and black damp (carbon dioxide) and the 
explosive marsh gas. When Jock Wilson 
went down at 13 the miners were still 
using oil lamps which in®@reased the 
chances of explosions. It was only after a 
long strike that the owners allowed them 
to use the safer carbide lamp. Jock’s first 
day in the mine ended when his father 
sent him up on the lift cage alone because 
he “didn’t want the whole family to get 
killed at one time.” : 

This is a moving autobiography. It is 
not entirely filled with the dark and the 
damp of the coal mines for Jock spent his 
time underground thinking about his 
childhood and planning his future. 

Jock had a bellyful of coal mining on his 
first day. By going to school at night and 
during strikes. and shut-downs he com- 
pleted his education and became a mine 
surveyor. He also wanted to write. His 
early poetry was influenced by an over- 
dose of Longfellow in grammar school but 
his later work improved under the influ- 
ence of Sandburg and Whitman. Much of 
his poetry and some of his very lively pen 
sketches are included in this book. 

“The Dark and the Damp” received the 
Avery Hopwood award for 1950, probably 
because, as one of the judges said, “Jock 
Wilson has, in fact, the writer’s eye; he 
forgets neither the sound nor smell nor 
light nor shadow once he has experienced 
it in connection with some felt emotion.”

A Pleasant Party

three Soviet diplomats, speaking discreetly to the 
few people they speak to, as well as most top- 
ranking diplomats not out of town. 

The humidity and rain problem had threatened 
the party all day and finally, when-.it started to 
sprinkle and drip during the late afternoon, sev- 
eral of the embassy staff in desperation invoked 
an ancient, Indonesian superstition. They turned 
a broom upside down, spread it ‘with red pepper 
and ash and prayed for the rain to stop. It stopped.

COLORED LIGHTS were strung all over the 
eight acre grounds around the embassy and tables 
and chairs and bars and buffets were set up 
under the trees. This was the first time the 
Indonesians had entertained a large group out- 
doors. They have given extraordinarily imaginative 
and successful parties since their arrival here, 
and this setting was perfect. 

The voices and lights in the dusk, the eastern 
women in native dress, the light and dark races, 
made a synthesis of landscape and people and 
sound that was unique and vivid. 

A musical accompaniment was played on guitars, 
ukeleles and a drum from the balcony by Embassy 
boys. It sounded like a Far Eastern calypso, or 
Indonesian blues, which it was. The derivation 
was Spanish. Portuguese and Spanish traders, when 
they traveled for spices around 1500, left their 
folk music in Java, Bali and other islands in the 
Indonesian chain. One song was a perfect maudlin 
jazz number—‘‘Handkerchief,” a teary ballad of 
a Balinese girl left alone and tragic with only 
her lover’s handkerchief to comfort her in her 


lost love.

THE AMBASSADOR, who looks like a pleasant 
Fu Manchu, wandered among his guests wearing 
with his dinner clothes his pitji, prcnounced pichee, 
a black velvet, silk-lined hat that looks like a 
tall garrison cap and is a part of the national 
costume. Mme. Ali wore Indonesian dress, a gold 
brocade blouse and draped skirt. She sat for 
a while under a tree with Ambassador Jessup, and 
Assistant Secretary of State Dean Rusk, and then 
moved among the groups of guests, urging them 
to food and drink. The beautiful buffets served 
hams and turkeys and salads as well as the 
Indonesian specialties of spiced rice, fish and 
vegetables, and the pink potato chip, gado-gado, 
made with shrimp. 

The Indonesian party ended a week of social life 
as intense and relentless as any in the winter 
months. It has been one of the hottest summers 
in Washington history and undoubtedly the 
busiest socially. Mrs. Cowen’s Manila analogy is 
quite valid. Washington really is a tropical town, 
and so many diplomats who go to parties are 
tropically constituted that the heat is irrelevant. 
Lots of women carry pretty fans, which are often 
more practical than air-conditioning.

EARLIER IN “THE WEEK the Korean Am- 
bassador and Mme. Yang performed the most 
difficult social job imaginable under the cir- 
cumstances and gave a party to commemorate the 
third anniversary of the Korean Republic. The 
Ambassador, a physician as well, and his tiny 
wife managed to achieve a good atmosphere. 
The party was held in the Embassy garden, and 
the guests of honor were the cheerful wounded 
veterans of the war from Bethesda Naval Hos- 
pital and Walter Reed Army Hospital, in addi- 
tion to diplomats and a few officials. 

The party was not large. The soldiers, who 
know Korea as well as the hosts, sat at .tables 
around the garden, and lots of children, including 
the Ambassador’s Sheila and Chaney, ran around 
or peeped from the Embassy windows.

New Country Doctor 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. | 


N CASE some of you have wondered what happened to the 
| old country doctor in these columns, he died. The reason he 
“died"”—disappeared from these articles—is that he perpe- 
trated an increasingly erroneous idea about country doctors. 
The old country doctor was represented as being philosoph- 
ical and carrying very little specific medicine in that black bag 
of his. He had good intentions and a heart full of sympathy 
and kindliness which endeared him to his patients. The pres- 
ent-day country doctor is neither old nor insular. 

Especially in Kansas, where the threefold Rural Health 
Plan is already beginning to show results, the country doctor is 
young or middle-aged mentally or physically. He often cannot 
be distinguished from his big-city colleagues except by his 
post office address. Because refresher and postgraduate courses 
are available, he utilizes them to maintain contact with the 
progress of medical diagnosis and treatment. 


* x * 

ON ACCOUNT of the vast strides and the many important 
discoveries in past years, he realizes he cannot practice entirely 
out of his black bag and he doesn’t try to. Nor do his patients 
now expect him to, They realize the importance of X-ray, 
laboratory, and sometimes hospital facilities for their best care. 

Therefore, the modern country doctor has—or his towns- 
people are helping him to get—facilities for modern high- 
quality patient care. In addition, he is no longer limited to 
seeing patients within a very few miles of his office. With the 
automobile, all-weather roads, and the telephone, many patients 
who live 15 to 25 miles from him now find that he is closer in 
time than their old country doctor was 40 years ago who lived 
only five or six miles away. : ar 

Sometimes people mistakenly long for the days of the old 
country doctor. Their memories mist over the sorrowful. lack 
of specific treatments and the long hours of waiting for the 
crisis to pass.

That pic- 
ture is changing with the advent of the new country doctor, 
whether he be older or in his twenties. |

NOR IS THE NEW country doctor becoming “too scientif- 
ic” to the excfusion of a general interest in his patients. Re- 
peatedly, in some medical schools, refresher courses, and other 
postgraduate education, suitable emphasis is placed on the 
“social” aspects of medicine—on the importance of the family 
and their well-being, of the patient's job, and the other things 
that contribute to illness and help in its prevention and re- 
habilitation from crippling iliness. Thus, efforts are increas- 
ingly made to emphasize the importance of the advisory work 
of the old country doctor at the same time that training in 
scientific methods of diagnosis and treatment is going on. 

The new country doctor together with his nurses and tech- 
nicians can deliver more and better medical care than ever 
could the old.

Three Generations of Spurgeons Play the Old-Time Tunes, and Friends and Tourists Come to Listen

EMINENCE, Mo., Aug. 27. 

IGHT falls softly as a velvet 
Neurtain when the sun goes 
- "down over Jack’s Fork river 
valley. Evening are 
muted except for the rush of the 
river and the fiddle music that 
makes a lively tune up on top of 
Spurgeon Mountain. 

Anvil Spurgeon, 78 years old, 
can hear the music when the 
breeze blows his way down at 
the foot of the mountain and he 
taps his foot, never missing a 
beat. Soon he takes his violin 
and its red velvet-lined case from 
a nail on the wall of his log cabin 
fand there’s his son, Orville, wait- 
ing for him in a truck in front 
of the house. A Spurgeon music 
session wouldn’t be complete 
without Grandpa, and it’s Spur- 
geons who are swinging the bow 
and plucking strings up the hill. 

It was Anvil, father of the 
clan, who taught them the old- 
time Ozark tunes he himself 
learned in Shannon county as a 
boy, not by reading notes—be- 
cause he knew none — but by 
listening and remembering and 
practicing. 

At Orville’s place on Highway 
19, three miles north of Emi- 
nence, three generations 0 
Spurgeons now gather weekly 
for hoe-down music that brings 
old friends and curious tourists 
to the door. Orville, playing a 
fiddle with a bridge that -Anvil 
made for him of a chunk of 
maple wood, swings into “Old Joe 
Clark,” and his wife, Stella, joins 
with guitar, their son, Larry, 16, 
with mandolin and Anvil with 
the violin from the velvet-lined 
case. 


A hundred feet down the hill 
west of the highway there’s a 
gaping hole in the earth and 
quartz where Anvil once played 
the fiddle after he had: worked 
all day with pick and shovel and 
drill to eke a livelihood for his 
growing family. That was when 
the Shannon county hills were 
worktd for copper. The mine 
closed long ago and few tourists 
are aware as they speed along 
that the shaft is there or that it 
is the mouth of a tunnel that 
burrows 300 feet to the east,

Had 
me a bow I strung with strands 
out of my horse’s tail.” 

Anvil married Juritta Ann and 
as soon as Ray, Charlie, Orville 
and Virgie were big enough to 
tell one tune from another they 
were getting lessons from their 
father.

One day Anvil took time off 
from hoeing his broom corn to 
hackdown a box elder tree with 
his chopping ax, then he took his 
pocketknife and chunked out the 
back for a violin.

How Bering Discovered 
Alaska for Russia

HAVE been in some hot parts 
] « the continent during the 

present summer, and feel in a 
mood to cool off by writing about 
Alaska! As I write these words, 
I am in an air-conditioned room 
in Washington, D.C., and that 
helps some, but if Fortune 
whisked me to Alaska, I cauid 
have ice free of charge. 


In Alaska, I could lie right’ 


down on a glacier, and enjoy the 
air .cooling which Nature pro- 
vides! ' 

Alaska’s glaciers cover 20,000 
square miles. Some are within 
easy range of the coast, and move 
down valleys. They may melt on 
the way, and send a stream of 
cold water into the sea. 


Certain glaciers fail to melt be- 
fore they reach salt water. These 
are carried into Glacier Bay, and 
chunks break off. These chunks 
become. icebergs. 


The history of Alaska goes back 
to the time when Russia owned 
this great area. We may wonder 
how the Russians got there, and 
must look into history for the 
answer. 


Two hundred and twenty-five 
years ago, Czar Peter the Great 
ruled Russia. He heard of a land 
which was close to Siberia, and 
sent an explorer named Vitus 
Bering to find out about it. This 
man was a Dane, but he accepted 
work for the Russians. 

After traveling thousands of 
miles across Russia, Bering 
reached salt water. From the na-

tives, he learned about land far- 
ther to the east, and ordered his 
men to build vessels to carry him 
there. 

Bering met failure in his early 
attempts to reach the land, but 
success came at last, and he land- 
ed on the “panhandle” iof Alaska, 
There he found a hut which was 
deserted. In it were some smoked 
fish, an arrow, a wooden spade 
and a bark basket. He took these 
things . away, 
place an iron kettle, a large piece 
of silk and other objects. 

By that time, Czar Peter had 
died, and in his place the Em- 
press Catherine ruled. Bering de- 
clared Alaska to belong to Rus- 
sia, wrote a report of his adven- 
tures, and soon afterward died. 


States in its final form remains 
to be seen.

Good defense by North-South 
defeated the four-spade contracts 
two tricks, and even though East- 
West were not doubled, the 200- 
point penalties gave them low 
match-point scores. 

Moyse’s theory-is that in a 
situation of this sort, and regard- 
less of the vulnerability, East 
‘should double three diamonds. 
True, East “likes” diamonds and 
is afraid of hearts, but there 
is strong reason to suspect that 
West can take good care of the 
heart “escape” if it comes. South, 
not vulnerable against vulnerable 
opponents, passed over one spade 
and hence cannot be strong; and 
in any event, if East doybles the 
three diamonds and West does 
not double three hearts (if that 
bid is made), then is the time for 
East-West to continue with their 
own spade bidding. Finally, if 
West does not like the three- 
diamond double he can say so by 
bidding three spades, and then 
a four-spade contract becomes 
much more attractive.

: | contribute anything desirable to a 
girl’s feminine charm, so she should avoid it. Along with 
cigarettes, a whisky glass and risque stories, it makes the per- 
fect picture of the typical loose woman. 

Slang is primarily masculine in its “feeling tone” or impli- 
eation. And women should never try to de-sex themselves by 
adding male characteristics. 

No woman can ever equal a man at being an attractive 
male, so she shouldn’t even attempt to ape masculine bad 
habits. 

The normal man doesn’t get a thrill out of a female crea- 
ture who is so masculinized that you are compelled to look 
twice to detect whether it is a male or female. But many 
women thoughtlessly try to ape the male sex because there is a 
natural human tendency to model our behavior after the strong 


or ruling class. 
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SOMETIMES, TOO, a girl who isn’t very pretty to begin 
with, decides she hasn’t much chance in competing with her 
own sex, so she swings over to the other extreme to avoid being 
compared with the feminine type.

HEN a man selects a wife, he wants to marry a woman—

husband will be wise, therefore, to behave like a

That sounds elementary, doesn’t it? 
Yet many girls are losing out by failure to act like women. 


A girl who is feminine would make a man feel that he 
himself is masculine. And that is one of the points I think 
you need to bear in mind, Mildred, to judge from your letter 
telling of your failure to interest men. The more unlike a 
man you are (within reasonable limits), the more he tends 
to think of himself, “How different I am from her! I’m a real 
he-man!” No normal man finds that idea distasteful. 
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THIS IS ONE of the points particularly stressed by Rich- 
ard Dutton Strieby in his book, “Girls Men Choose.” He 
takes what some girls will think is an extreme position in 
advising them to cultivate femininity, Don’t smoke, don’t 
drink, don’t wear masculine clothes or adopt a masculine 
haircut, he advises. “Slacks, mens’ shirts, and blue denim 
trousers should not be worn while you are single, because 
they are just as masculine as a mustache or a full beard!” 

Don’t try to beat men at their own games—the more 
masculine types of sports, he continues. On the contrary, try 
to make any male companion feel proud of his own strength 
and dominance. This does not mean that you must be 
helplessly submissive. It means that your man was bossed 
around by his mother and by other females for many years 
when he was a child, and now that he is grown, he doesn’t 
care to continue that process. He is not looking for a mother- 
substitute to boss him around—not if he is a mature man 
who would be a worth-while husband. He is looking for a 


partner, a companion.

OLBY’S campaign to stamp 
C ou the slovenly ‘“proe-grum” 
is at last making some head- 


way, I am very happy to report. 
The proper pronunciation, PROE- 


gram (-gram to rhyme _ with 
“Sam”) now seems to be the pre- 
vailing Standard American pro- 
nunciation. So fi you are one of 
the ones who continue to hang on 
to the erroneous “—grum” in the 
second syllable, begin now to pro- 
nounce the —gram in program ex- 
actly as you do in anagram, dia- 
gram, epigram, telegram, radio- 
gram, monogram, etc. 

Correct: PROE-gram. 

Memorable is correctly accent- 
ed on the first syllable only, 
whether the word is given three 
or four syllables. Correct: MEM- 
uh-ruh-b’l; or MEM-ruh-b’l. 

There is no “zoo” in zoology, 
though the word ‘zoo’ is a short- 
ened form of the term “zoologi- 
cal gardens.” Zoology, “the 
science of animal life,” is pro- 
nounced: zoe-OLL-uh-jee. Zoo- 
logical is: zoe-uh-LODGE-i-k’]. 

Desultory, “rambling; discon- 
nected,” should not be pro- 
nounced “dess-ULL-ter-ee.” Be 
sure to accent the first and third 
syllables, thus: DESS’ull-TOE-ree. 

Watch the word decade, “‘a pe- 
riod of 10 years.” The frequently 
heard, but erroneous “dee-KAID” 
suggests “decay,” instead of “10.” 
Accent the first syllable only: 
DEK-aid. 

Geisha is a Japanese word 
formed from gei—, “artistic per- 
formance,” plus sha, “person”; 
hence, a “a professional singing 
and dancing girl.” Pronounce it: 
GAY-shuh. 

Jinrikisha, “a small two-wheeled 
carriage, drawn by one or more 
men,” is another Japanese word 
we are hearing in America with 
increasing frequency. Pronounce 
it: jin-RICK-i-shah. Another 
spelling of jinrickisha is: rick- 
shaw, the Anglicized form of the 
booby Pronounce rickshaw: RICK- 

aw. 

Radishes are red, it is true; but 
there is no sanction at all for 
the prenunciation “reddish.” The 
first syllable should rhyme with

Applesauce

G tastes better than 
fresh green applesauce, espe- 
cially when it is made with 

transparent apples that come so 
early in the season. 

There is always an argument as 
to which is the best and waich 
is the easiest way to make apple- 
sauce. You have a choice be- 
tween paring and coring apples 
befere you cook them, after which 
no straining will be necessary, 
and merely coring and slicing be- 
fore cooking.

In any case, remember that 
sugar should not be added until 
the apples have finished cooking.

As a change from the 
sauce, you might like td prepare 
stewed apples for which the fruit
